Mxurnm, Tenn., Aug. 16.—To-day’s reports 
show twenty-one new cases and seven deaths 
from yellow-fever. The Board of Health reports 
the total deaths from yellow-fever for the week 
ending 6 o’clock this evening at forty-six, and 
the total to date since the first outbreak 139. 
The same report shows that 183 cases have oc- 
curred the past week, of which seventy-one were 
white and 112 biacks. The cases predominatein 
the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, and Tenth 
Wards, the Eighth Ward embracing 
Jones avenue, Ross avenue, and Bradford 
street, the northern infected districts furnishing 
forty-nine cases. Not a single case was report- 
ed from either the Third or Ninth Wards, but 
two in the Second and three in the First Ward. 

THE TOTAL NEW CASES 
to date are 531. 

The report shows 22 deaths from other causes, 
making in kl! 68 deaths for the week. 

Physicians say they have no very bad cases 
on hand to-day, though there is no estimating 
what the unseasonably cool weather may effect. 

Paul Ross, the telegraph check boy, may die 
to-night, as his condition was nearly hopeless at 
last accounts. 

Mr. Gibson, the Appeal bookkeeper, 
is now out of danger, with an appetite difficult 
to control. 

The week’s reports from the Howard Associa- 
tion contain interesting information, showing 
the exact location of every case and number of 
cases iu each family.

He expressed doubts as to the possibility of 
being allowed to use the funds of the National 
Board of Health to provide rations; but said 
the question was now before the proper legal 
authorities at Washington for decision; but un- 
der nocircumstances would the Board issue 
rations elsewhere than to persons in camps, 
since to do so would be clearly tending to 
spread instead of restricting the fever. 

Funds are now on hand to meet bills for in- 
spection, disinfection, etc., and requisitions 
from the State Board of Health for such pur- 
poses will hereafter be promptly met. Several 
eminent chemists and sanitarians have been en- 
gaged at the request of the National Board of 
Health in preparing detailed instructions for 
disinfection; and it is hoped that these instruc- 
tions can be telegraphed in a day or two to 
Memphis.

A CABEFUL SANITARY SURVEY 

of the city, with reference to permanently free- 
ing the city from the causes of yellow-fever, 
shall be made by competent engineers and sani- 
tarians so soon as such survey can be made 
without danger, and this can de done by the 
National Board of Health if such survey is de- 
sired by the authorities of Memphis.

CREMATED. 
Secial Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New Tonk, Aug. 16,—The burning of the 
Locust Grove Hotel and pavilion last evening 
has gained tragic interest from the discoyery to- 
day of the charred and blackened remains of 
four bodies. Last night it was thought 
bat one person, Joseph W. Pierce, of 
Rochester, of the hotel, had 
perished. But at daylight, when search was 
begun, other remains were soon found. The 
first body found was that of a very large per- 
son, and, as Mr. Pierce weighed about 350 
pounds, end the spot was simost directly 
beneath the room he occupied in the upper 
story of the pavillon, there was no 
doubt his remains had been found. Corrobor- 
ative evidence was furnished by the discovery in 
the same heap of a watch, a piece of gold chain, 
a locket, an ambrotype-case, and other articles 
knowa to belong to Pierce. The ambrotype had 
contained the picture of Mr. Pierce’s invalid wife, 
who, with their only son, is now living in 
Rochester. Friday Mr. Pierce settled his ac- 
counts a8 manager for John Walker, the lessee 
of the hotel and pavilion, and to-@ay had in- 
tended to join his family. 

When the rutus fn the vietuſty of the oil-room 
were examined the charred trunk wal found of 
William Schubardt, night watebman. Schu- 
hardt went on duty at 6 o'clock Friday 
nigat, and an hour and three-quarters later 
accompanied the two employes of the Bath 
Hotel, who came to borrow some oil, to the oil- 
room. There the oil ignited from the lamp 
which they carried, and the fire that burned the 
hotel originated. Schuhardt ran into the open 
air, then returned to the room, one por- 
tion of which was set apart for 
and shooting-gallery, and 
handed the books te a boy who stood outside 
the door, then rushed again into the room, 
where be was overpowered, and the boy waited 
in vain for bim to reappear. 

Schuhardt was a shoemaker in Bath, and by 
his death four young children are left unpro- 
vided for. 

The bodies of Lohise Kitehen and a servant, 
Kate Rafter, the cook, were discovered together. 
Rafter had been employed since June, having 
previously lived with a sister in Princeton, 
Ind., to whose support she contributed, and to 
whom she intended to forward to-day the in- 
terest money she kept in per trunk. She was 65 
years of age. A telegram has been sent to her 
relatives. 

A maid and two children are reported miss- 
ing, and the search for remains will de con- 
tinued as rapidly as possible. 

The fire was one of the swiftest known, the 


entire structure falling into ashes witatu twenty 
minutes. A lady ani gentlemen sitting on the 
Diazza barely had time to evter a room pear at 
hand and rescue their sleeping children. before 
the walls fell in. The pavement was of the 
very lightest constrection, and filled with sea- ' 
soned pine. 8

OIL CONFLAGRATION., 
Special wartend to The Tridwuue. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Aug. 16.—The ofl-fire at 
Parker City is still burning. Three tanks are 
now on fire, containing 60,000 barrels of ail, 
the last tank which ignited threatening the 
destruction of the railroad bridge. None of the 
burning tanks have boiled over yet, but are 
liable to do so at any time. When this occurs 
it is thought thgt nothing can save the town. A 
large number of Pittsburgers went up this 
morning to view the conflagration, which is a 
wonderful spectacle,—streams of fre flowing 
down the hill-sides in all directions, tongues of 
flames shooting foto the air to a bight of 100 
feet, dense masses of smoke banging over the 
scene, frequent explosions which are heard for 
miles around, the surface of the river ablaze. 
Nothing like it was ever before seen in the oil 
country. Citizens of Parker are preparing for 
the worst. As soon asthe tanks overilew they 
will seek safety in flight, and leave the city. to 
its fate. There is still bope, however, that the 
calamity may be averted. 

TrrusyvinuHe, Pa., Aug. 16.—The fire which ec- 
curred Thursday morning at Parker’s Landing 
by lightning has proved to be more destructive 
than was anticipated. The efforts to extinguish 
the burning oil have up to this even'ng been in- 
effectua!.

Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 
Paris, July 28.—Those itinerant venders of 
street directories who lounge about our quays 
abd boulevards, and especially pester you with 
offers of their wares at the approaches to the 
Pont des Arte, must be blessing the Paris 
Municipal Councilors for their latest public per- 
formance. It has just been determined, by a 
large majority of these imposing, but objection- 
able, personages (always dimly associated in 
our minds with oppressive taxation and red-bot 
Radicalism), that the time has come for 
another revolution, in the nomenclature of 
the Paris highways and byways. A municipal 
edict bas gone forth decreeing the rechristening 
of about thirty of the principal streets at pres- 
ent sullied by the names of suspicious charac- 
ters more or less Napoleonic, monarchic, and 
detestable, and the shopkeepers, merchants, 
postmen, and cab-drtvers are rejoicing accord- 
ingly. It bas long been a matter of conviction 
with Frenchmen that no political change is sat- 
isfactorily accomplisbed until the initials, signs, 
armorial bearings, and symbols generaily, of the 
party or government last outlawed, 
HAVE BEEN EFFACED 
from the public monuments. When the Third 
Napoleon went the way of all French monarchs, 
I peed hardly say it leads to Dover and Foike- 
stone,—the N.’s and eagles were scraped off 
numbers of conspicuous buildings which they 
defiled, and replaced by the simple R. F., and 
the magic catchwords, Liberty, Equality, Fra- 
ternity, which are such @ capital substitute for 
the things they typify. In the hurry of the 
events which brought about the #th of Septem- 
ber, however, many of the hated Imperial 
symbols curiously escaped. Several bridges 
still faunt the Imperial N. in our faces, and, 
oddly enough, the bronze eagies spill spread 
their defiant wings on the columns surrounding 
the Grand Opera. Stranger yet, we bad yester- 
davdand may have for a few days longer) a Rue 
Bonaparte, a Quai Napoleon, and a Boulevard 
Haussmann. The avenging Council has become 
tardily alive to the indecency of the fact, and a 
general whitewashing has been ordained. The 
Rue Bonaparte will henceforth be known as 


the Rue Gutenberg— change which, as a 
journalist, 1 feel bound, to approve. 
Where should I be—where would Tun Car 
Cao Trisune be—but for the immortal in- 
ventor? I cannot express such unqualified ad- 
miration for some of the other changes. Baron 
Haussmann probably feathered his nest in an 
indelicate manner while he had the manage- 
ment of the gigantic works which transformed 
Paris from an unbealthy and evil-smelling city 
into the finest Capital in the world; but, bad he 
been guilty of ten times greater indelicacy, his 
claim to the gratitude of his fellow-citizens 
would be undeniable.

It remembers only that Haussmann was a 
pampered menial of the Bonapartist Court, and 
his name is to be erased from the walls. The 
Boulevard Haussmann will become the Boule- 
vard Etienne-Marce) (consult the History of 
France for full particulars of this interesting 
gentleman). Next come three jaiterations of 
peculiar interest to Amercans and Enaglish- 
men. The Avenues Josephine, du Roi de Rome, 
and de la Reine Hortense, familiar to ail who 
bave enjoyed the hospitality of Gen. and Mrs. 
Noyes, are to redubbed Avenue 
Marceau, Avenue Kleber, and Avenue Hoche; 
while the three streets now bearing the names 
of these Repunlican heroes will be rechristened. 
A fitting alteration will convert the Rue St. 
Arnaud (till lately inhabited by M. Grevy) into 
the Rue Liucoln; and the Rue du Dauphin, also 
well and pleasantly known to many a piigrim 
from Boston and Providence, will in future bear

SHALL CHICAGO BE BURNED AGAIN? 

The direct losses from the Chicago fire of 
1871 have been variously estimated from 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000. The indirect 
losses would increase this estimste. Many 
insurance companies were forced into bank- 
ruptcy, and a large amount of capital thus 
employed, beside that actually exhausted in 
payment of losses, was withdrawn. Some 
business houses were so much embarrassed 
that they were not able to sustain the subse. 
quent pressure of the panic, and in the end 
.were compelled to wind up their affairs or 
were forced into bankruptcy, Property. 
‘owners rebuilt at extravagant prices for labor 
and material, which resulted from the rush 
of building for the two or three years suc- 
ceeding the fire. This extra cost made the 
depreciation in property values after the 
panic all the harder to bear, and many men 
who were rich in property a few years ago 
were thus impoverished. The marvelous in- 
crease in the business of Chicago alone en- 
) abled the community to sustain these various 
losses and still tide over the hard times with 
less disaster than was visited upon most 
other large cities in the country. It is only 
during the present year that the conviction has 
been reached that the losses from the fire of 
1871 have been settled up, and that a new 
era of savings and secumulations has be

Recent fre- 
insurance statistics show that, while the ag- 
gtegate insurance business of the country 
has been done at a loss during the past six 
months, low rates in Chicago have yielded 
the companies a profit. This proves that 
Chicago has become one of the safest cities 
in the world as to fires. If the same relative 
condition of things be continued, insurance 
rates generally will be advanced, but rates in 
Chicago will continue as low as they have 
been, or become even lower. In case the 
Fire law of thie city be tampered with in any 
manner, Chicago property and business will 
not enjoy this advantage, but, on the con- 
trary, may be compelled to pay higher rates 
than other cities pay. An increase of insur- 
ance rates means higher rents, lower profits, 
and general disadvantage in competing for 
business. Such results impose their burdens 
upon all classes. It is not merely the 
property-owners and merehsnts who suf- 
fer, but the tenants and employes, whose 
p is reduced and whose expenses are in- 
creased by the natural and inevitable opera- 
tion of the change. It is safe to say that 
the entire saving between the cost of wooden 
houses and brick houses within the district 
which it is proposed to exempt from the 
fire-ordinance would not amount to 10 per 
cent of the increased insurance which would 
be assessed upon Chicago, nor 1 per cent of 
the loss that would follow in the destruction 
of property and diversion of business. 

But this view of the matter does not rep- 
resent the whole danger. The final disaster 
of a general conflagration would come sooner 
or later. Any coneession made to the fire- 
fiends now will be followed rapidly by new 
coneessions. The ordinance introduced at 
the last meeting of the Council by Turnzr 
proposes to exempt a large district in the 
southwestern portion of the city, where the 
greatest danger always lies, owing to the pre- 
vailing winds and the shanties, which are 
already thick in that locality, and also a large 
slice along the entire western limits, 

Suppose this proposed ordinance should 
be passed and signed by the Mayor, it would 
be but a few months, or a year at most, be- 
fore another demand would be made upon 
the Council for the exemption of additional 
districts. A man owning property on the 
north side of Twenty-sixth street would be 
obliged to build of brick, while his neighbor 
across the sireet would be at liberty to set 
up a pine shanty on pine posts with which 
to kindle a fire for the destruction of his 
costly house. There would be manifest in- 
justice in this, and so the license for the 
erection of pine buildings would be extended 
from time to time till the fire-limits would 
be bounded probably by Twelfth or Harrison 
street in the South Division, by Halsted in 
1 Division, and by Chicago avenue 
i North Division; then Chicago would 
be as much exposed to destruction as it was 
ten years ago, The only safety and the only 
fairness about fire-limits are to be found in 
the present law, which prohibits the erection 
of fire-traps anywhere within the corporate 
jurisdiction of the city. 

If Chicago were threatened with yellow- 
fever or any other terrible epidemic, it would 
be manifest folly to establish a quarantine at 
Twelfth street on the south, Halsted on the 
west, and Chicago avenue on the north, and 
permit the disease to be bronght up to those 
linese Yet fire is the greatest danger which 
threatens Chicago, and the incendiaries de- 
site that the corporation shall undertake to 
proteet only a small portion of the city. 

Millions of dollars have been contributed 
by the property-owners of Chicago since 
1871 to enlarge and improve the Fire-De- 
partment, to extend the water pipes, and to 
construct tens of miles of sewers, in order 
that the erection of wooden buildings within 
the city may be excluded without hardship 
or inconvenience. Shall this enormous out- 
lay go for nothing? It will have been ut- 
terly wasted if the fire-limits be narrowed, 
or if two-story frame houses under the name 
of sheds be tolerated, because no Fire-De- 
partment is so large and efficient, and 
no water-system 80 extensive, as to 
guarantee protection to a city walled around 
with shanties of white pine that burns like 
tinder. The property-owners and business 
men must assert their rights in this matter. 
They must make every Alderman in the 
Council feel that if he shall lend himself to 
the conspiracy to burn the city it will be at 
his peril. It is to belamented that the very 
suggestion of such e*scheme does not subject 
the author to criminal prosecution for con- 
spiring against the public safety. There is 
a law under which men who commit mere 
nuisance can be indicted and punished, but 
to endeavor to destroy the flre-limits is a 
thousand times more menacing to the city 
than all the rendering and fertilizing factories 
combined, and public sentiment to this effect 
must manifest itself so emphatically that no 
Alderman will dare oppose it. 
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HOW PANICS ARE BRED. 

Afew days ago Tux Trrsvuwx directed the 
attention of those persons who were casting 
about for the cause of financial panics tc the 
case of the Rev. Adirondack” Mur as 
illustrating the chief conditions of a gsderal 
financial crash.

With these constantly-recurring cases of 
individual panics before the people, it is 
surprising that any one should be in doubt 
about the ceuse of general panics. When it 
becomes the general custom of the country 
to borrow or steal money belonging to others 
and then gamble with it, the result is just as 
sure to be a general panic as individual panic 
is sure to follow in isolated cases of a similar 
procedure. 


COMMUNIST DIPORGANIZEBS. 

It is a perversion of language to speak of 
„American Communists.” There is no body 
of native-born people entitled to any such 
designation. @he Communists, or Socialists, 
and all others in this country affiliating with 
them in their aims, purposes, and designs, 
are not Americans, and have no sympathy 
with, respéct for, or attachment to, American 
laws, institutions, or government. They 
have no intelligent understanding of what a 
Republican government is or ought to be; 


liberty; they respect nothing but physical 
force, and they demand that this force shall 
be employed by themselves. They are aliens 
in thought, word, feeling, principle, and even 
in language. They are loud-mouthed in pro- 
claiming a universal brotherhood, and are as 
deficient in patriotism as if such a principle 
was unknown among men. They have come 
to this country, not moved by any hatred of 
the Government of their native country, nor 
inspired by any love of American institutions, 
but by the hope and prospect of being bet- 
ter able here to live,—that is, eat, drink, 
especially drink, and be clothed and housed, 
—with less labor than where they came from. 
Unlike multitudes of persons who have come 
hither from other lands, who have brought 
with them honest hearts, love of rational 
freedom, hopeful ambition for themselves and 
families, strong arms, and industrious habits, 
—thereby adding to the vigor and wealth of 
the country, — these people have brought with 
them the pauper theory that they havea 
right to be supported by the Government, 
and to establish that idiotic idea as a policy 
of government they devote themselves by 
day and by night, with a plentiful supply of 
beer for the Committee.” 

We have during the last week been pub- 
lishing extracts from the recently-published 
reports of the American Ccnsu'ates as to the 
condition of the working classes in the various 
Kingdoms of Europe. These reports give a 
striking picture of the distress of this class, 
especially in Germany. \ This class includes 
the women and children,—all of whom toil 
incessantly, satisfied if by the joint efforts of 
husband, wife? and children they can obtam 
the means to pay for wretched lodgings and 
a sufficiency of black bread, cabbage, and 
potatoes, without meat, to sustain animal 
life. The surroundings of these millions of 
people are as pitiable as are their food, their 
lodging, and theirclothing, Nothing but in- 
cessant toil enables them to support exist- 
ence,—an existence which in Chicago would 
hardly be considered as better than starva- 
tion. 

This is the condition of things which these 
Communists, Socialists, and affiliating aliens 
have left behind them. They have left the 
black bread, cabbage, and potatoes of their 
native land, the wooden shoes, the calf-skin 
vests, the leather breeches lasting through a 
lifetime, the coarse cloth,—hard to be ob- 
tained,—the daily meals, week after week* 
with scarcely the flavor of meat,—all these 
things these people have left behind. In 
this country, whose institutions they despise, 
surrounded with an abundance and a com- 
parative luxury to which they had in their 
own country always been strangers, these 
Socialists and labor combinations set them- 
selves up to revolutionize the political, in- 
dustrial, and religious institutions. No alien 
or foreigner can complain of discrim- 
ination by our laws or institutions against 
persons of foreign birth. We have thrown 
the doors wide open to them. The whole 
public land has been free to them to occupy, 
to cultivate, and to own, without cost. They 
have been admitted without discrimination 
to every political privilege and right which 
any native citizens might claim. Their 
latitudinarianism has been respected; their 
irreligious principles have been protected; 
free schools have been provided for their 
children; all public charities have been open 
to them. But they are not content. They 
refuse to occupy free land; they do not set 
up in business for themselves, but denounce 
those who furnish them work and wages,— 
double the wages they ever earned in their 
own country,—and cry “Down with the 
wages system, and up with the Government- 
paternal -souphouse-pauper-Socialistie sys- 
tem,” and down with American institutions 
and personal individuality. 

The burden of these people’s harangues is 
the ‘‘oppression,” the ‘‘slavery,” the 
„degradation, the severe labor,” the 
‘want of time for recreation” and “ intel- 
lectual improvement by the aliens in 
America. The answer to all this is furnished 
by the reports of the condition of labor in all 
parts of the world. These establish : 

1. That the cost of all the necessaries of 
life—food, fuel, clothing, and lodging—is 
much less in this country than in any coun- 
try in Europe. 

2. That wages, or the earnings of labor, 
are double those of France, England, Scot- 
land, Belgium, and Denmark ; three times as 


great as in Germany, Spain, and Italy ; and 


perhaps four times as great as in Bohemia 


and Poland. 
8. That in the United States the workman, 
as a rule, is under no obligation to compel 
his wife and children to labor, which is uni- 
versally the case in Germany, Bohemia, and 
Poland. : ;

A new society has recently been organized 
in England, called the National Funeral and 
Mourning Reform Association, whose pur- 
poses are indicated in its name. It has 
already attracted quite a membership, and 
will undoubtedly draw a great many more, as 
soon as a few more people of position join its 
ranks; for in this fashion, as in all fashions, 
the multitade follows a few blindly and 
without question, like sheep. One of the 
objects of this Association is to reduce the 
cost of funerals, by weeding ont expenses 
whigh are not only unnecessary but foolish, 
and which have come to entail a compulsory 
tax upon many who cannot always afford it 
and at the same time feel that they cannot 
refuse to make the customary conventiona 
contribution, This object is emphasized by 
the Association in its declaration that it 
seeks to avoid ostentation and to do away 
with the unnecessary and unreasonable 
gloom and horror which are so often thrown 
around the circumstances of death. Another 
object of this Association is to bring about a 
reform in the wearing of mourning apparel 
and the practice of other mourning customs 
which, when looked upon in their proper 
light, are flippant and absurd. Among other 
recommendations made in the prospectus of 
the Association, it is suggested that the 
period dictated by custom for the wearing of 
mourning shall be shortened; that children 
ander 8 years of age shall not be put into 
black at all, but may wear some band of 
crape on their ordinary garments; that 
mourning shall only be given to servants who 
have been long in the family; that female 
members of the Association shall always be 
provided with a black gown, so that in time 
of sorrow they need not make fresh pnr- 
chases; that mourning stationery shall be 
dispensed with; and that, if members see 
fit to make no change whatever in their dress, 
they shall be considered to be acting in har- 
mony with the objects of the Association by

The 
history of this Society Mustrates the fatal de- 
fect in all organizations of the kind,—want of 
reserve, in good times to provide for the drain 
of bad seasons. It is next to impossible for a 
co-operative society to lay up anything against 
a rainy day. So long as business was good and 
the demand for plat e-locks fairly active, this 
Seciety did spleudidly. “ But,“ writes Mr. 
Gamo, “evil times have now overtaken 
this notable Society. Trusting too bopefully im 
the early return of good trade, the Society has 
gone On making stock. A revaluation at prés- 
ent prices sweeps away one-half the sbare cap- 
ital accumulated so painfally: Creditors are 
pressing and liquidation impending.” In con- 
clusion, Mr. GREBNING afpeals to the friends of 
co-operation to subscribe £1,000 te tide the 
Society over its difficulties. There is no objec- 
tion to this, tf the friends of co-operation feel 
incised; but from the moment the Wolver- 
hampton Plate-Lock Society accepts charity it 
will cease to be an ipteresting example of suc- 
cessful co-operation, or of co-operation at all in 
iss true sense. 

The Parliamentary inquiry into the working 
of the co-operative stores of England has 
already developed some important resulta It 
has shows that the profits are enormous, the 
most important societies having deen compelled 
to water their stock again and again to prevent 
the ecctsiuiation of an excessive surplus. 
Original shares in the Civil-Service Association 
cost 22 and are now worth between £70 and 
£100. The total sales the last baif year amount- 
ed to £552,700, and the gross profits to £55,559, 
The capitalof the army and navy stores was 
originally £15,000, divided into £1 shares, but 
was ipereascd to £30,000 and subsequently to 
£50,000. The profits last half vear were £12,225; 
expense of matiagement6 ber cent of sales. 
Their wine and spirit license cost them about 
£22 1s, and durmg the year it apphed they 
did ‘business in those articles to the er- 
tent of 4194000 which was more 
than several ordinary traders would 
do. The officials of all the co-operative supply 
stores admitted that their business bad injured 
the shopkeepers immensely, but claimed that 
the general public had been benefited in a cor- 
responding ratio by the reduction in prices. 
Staple articles are sold at a mere fraction above 

| the cost, but a higher rate Is charged on articles 
not in constant demand.

The dry-goods market had no important new 
features. There is a steadily increasing demand 
and the tone of the market is firm and healthy. 
Buyers from the more distant points are begin- 
ning to arrive, and before the close of another 
week the fall trade of 1879 will be fairly under 
way. Agood inquiry for boots and shoes was 
reported, and the market was strong at fully late 
prices. Dealers in groceries were fairly busy.

% PRIVATE TRACK’ NONSENSE. 

Probably no man in America is better known 
in connection with the trotting horse than 
Robert Bonner, whose extensive purchases of 
animals that have become celebrated on the turf 
are familiar to all. Mr. Bonner’s ambition bas 
always been to own the fastest trotters in the 
world, and a few years ago, when the 
horses that had beaten 2:20 could be counted 
upon one’s fingers, there were none yo could 
dispute bis claims to supremacy in this line. Of 
late, however, 2:20 horses have become as com- 
mon almost as 2:80 ones, and, since the per- 
formances of Rarus in 1877, it bas been uviver- 
sally conceded that to him belooged the honors 
so long and proudly worn by Goldsmith Maid. 

Mr. Bonner was also beaten in the matter of 
double teams as well as single drivers, and 
beaten, too, in a quarter where he least expect- 
ed to see a victorious rival. Many vears ago the 
proprietor@®f the Ledger placed himself at the 
head of double-team drivers by the perform- 
ances of his celebrated pair of mares, Lady 
Palmer and Flatbush Maid. On the 10th 
of May, 1862, this team was driven 
by their owner a mile in 2:26, and 
three days later two miles in 5:0114,—the sec- 
ond quarter of the last mile be ng Gone in 33 sec- 
onds,—a2:12 gait. Although these performances 
were not of a nature that entitled them to stand 
as a record against the animals making them, 
they were accepted unhesitatingly by the gen- 
eral public, and stood for fifteen years unbeaten 
and unchalienged. In 1877 the well-known San 
Francisco team, Gen. Cobb and Lulu May, were 
brought upon the Oakland track for the pur- 
pose of seeing bow fast a mile could be made in 
double harness. Orrio Hickok drove, and in the 
third heat sent them from wire to wire in 2:26%, 
—which stil) stands as the b@st recorded double 
team time. 

Then came Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt, who. at 
Fleetwood Park in the fall ef 1877, drove Small 
Hopes and Lady Mac a mile in 2:23, the timing 
being done by competent and responsible par- 
ties. This eclipsed anything ever done in the 
double-team line, and although vot of record 
the performance was so widely advertised that 
it 1s to-day well kuown by everybody who takes 
an interest in trotting. It naturally red“ 
Mr. Bonner to see the son of the old Commo- 
dore — whom he bad had many contests, and 
was almost invariably success{u!) accomplishing 
ina few months far more than others had 
been able to do in years, and it soon 
began to be rumored around that he was 
getting together a team that would beat 2:20. 

The season Of 1878 came and went, but Mr. 
Bonner’s 2:20 team was still a thing of the 
iuture. Then be bought Edwin Forrest, and 
was going to beat the best recorded time in 
baroess with him. Not long ago the New York 
Star contained an interview with Mr. Bonver, in 
which it was stated that he bad driven one of 
his teams in 2:28 over bis three-quarter mile 
track near Tarrytowao, N. J. This brought to 
mind the fact that all of the notable perform- 
ances of Bonner’s borses after they became his 
property had been on this track, and the pub- 
lic, baving been fed on this kind of 
stofies so long, began to wears of them. 
They .were not survrised, however, when 
about two weeks ago it was announced 
that Edwin Forrest had drawn a wagon 
a mile in 2:154¢ over Mr. Bonner’s track. A 
few days later came the pews that the same 
horse had troited a mile in harness iu 2:11—over 
Mr. Bonner’s track. 

Having now beaten the best double-team time, 
the best wagon time, and the best harness time 
on that track of his, Mr. Bonner is probably sat- 
isied. But the most remarkable feature of the 
astonishing performances of the Bonner horses 
is that they take place over a track presumably 
slow, and under circumstances which ore 
vent their becoming a matter of record. 
It is urged by the friends of Mr. 
Bonner that he has an inténse dislike 
to notoriety and deep-seated objections 
to displaying his borses in public. This may be 
s0, or ft may be bosh, To au ordinary miod it 
would seem that instead of shrinking from no- 
toriety Mr. Bonver e courts it. It is 
not at all probable that the New York papers 
would be continually publishing laudatory no- 
tices of the man and his horses if Mr. Bonner 
made any strenuous objections thereto. The 
alleged wonderful trott ng of the Bot ner stable 
is all done on a private track. and if so disposed 
the owner of the premises might Feep the 
knowledge of it to himself. 

But whether or not Mr. Booner owns horses 
that can defeat the world will never be known 
so Jong as he refuses to make their perform- 
auces authentic. This be can — do, and 
still remain enshrouded in the mant le of mod- 
esty with which he is said to have clo hed him - 
self from early youth. Any contest for purse, 
premium, stake, or wager, on any course, and 
in the presence ol a judge or judges, constitutes 
a pudlſe race. Mr. ner may, therefore, be- 
come hig own judee, timer, starter, etc., pro- 
vided he will secure anorher party to put up 
anything to be trotted for. Acup do as 
well as atything else. Then, in regard to the 
track, the National Rules expressiv state that 
“time made at fairs and on any 
track, whether short or not, shall constitute a 
bar, the same as if made over a track that was 
full measurement. .

The Committee on Elections met for the pur- 
pose of taking up the Engie-Ballard contest, 
but, as the ballots could not be counted in the 
absence of the City Cierk (he not being present), 
a motion to adjourn tor a week was-agreed to. 
It is questionable anyhow whether the ballots 
can counted at this late day. The 
ordinance says it shall be done witbin 
sixty days after the election. By a motion of 
Ald. Tuley in the Council, the time was extend- 
ed three months. But it is contended that an 
ordinance cannot be amended in thatway. If 
Ald. Ballard is disposed to take advantage of 
technicalities he can doubtless stop the contest. 


The Committee on Streets and Alleys, North 
Division, met and decided to refer the petition 
for the opening of Oak atreet through to State 
to the Law Vepartment for an opinion as to the 
exchange of city property for some belonging 
to the Newberry estate, which is at the head of 
the present street, and will haye to be taken if 
the opening is made. Thecity property is on 
the north side of the street, directly opposite 
e other, and will not be affected by the cut. 
They decided to place on file the re- 
monstrance against the improvement of 
North avenue, since it came in too late, 
the paving have been ordered and the assess- 
ment being in the hands of the Collector. 
Nothing was done about the Dearborn avenue 
Soulevard. A majority or minority report has 
been prepared, that against the ordinance being 
on the ground that the Lake-Shore Drive is a 
boulevard, the citizens having remonstrated 
against a second. Another meeting will be held 
next week. 

THE BRICK-WORK STOPPED. 


The strike of the brickmakers, or some other 
cause, has had the effect to cut off 
supply of the contractor ou the 
Hall, and the brick-work is 
standstill. The contractor procured some 
brick yesterday from another source, but of 
such inferior quality that Superintendent Kirk- 
land would not allow their use. He bas for- 
bidden any brick being set until after t strike, 
and now says, with reference to the use of 
“sewer ’’ brick, notwithstanding the contract 
calls for them, that since they have not been 
used in the wails heretofore there is no use 
using them now. The logic is not very good, 
but if the contractor is not going to live up to 
his contract—going to he allowed to use in- 
ferior material—it is Mr. Kirkland’s plain duty 
to see that a corresponding reduction is made 
when he comes to be paid. 0

cause the proverty-owpers to be constantly at 
expense for repairs. Meanwhile Uncle Sam 
sticks to his original intentions. 


SANITARY. 
ONLY FOUR OF THE VOLUNTEER INSPECTORS 
of tenement houses seat in reports to the 
Health Commissioner, and the inference drawn 
from the silence of the others is that they dis- 


covered nothing worth mentioning during the 


past week. it is conceded all around that these 
places are in better condition’ now than ever be- 
fore, and few, if any, are what they once were— 
nests of disease. 

DR. EMMA r. GASTON 
says in her fifth weekly report regarding But- 
terfield and Dearborn streets, between Sixteenth 
and Twenty-second, and State street, between 
Twenty-second and Twentv-sixth streets: The 
majority of the families continue to aidin the 
effort made to improve the sanitary condition of 
the city. There are but few malcontents. I 
have not found a new case of sickness this week. 
The garbage is not yet removed daily, and there 
is still a great deal of rubbish in Dearborn and 
Butterfield streets. If one thorough clean- 
ing could be given them the ensuing 
week, I think there would be little trouble in 
keeping them sichtly during the remainder ot 
the season. The gutter on Seventeenth street, 
between State and Dearborn, was thoroughly 
cleaned last week, but it is gradually being 
filled again, as the debris was not removed from 
the street, and the children cannot resist the 
temptation to play with the tin cans, bottles, 
old shoes, etc. The same statement applies to 
the gutter on Butterfield street, between Seven- 
teenth and Nineteenth. 

No. 105 East Sixteenth street requires imme- 
diate attention. Thereis acontinual waste of 
water, as the hydrant is out of repair, and the 
tenants say the ground under the house has not 
been dry at any time during the summer. The 
privy is out of repair. Fourteen persons are 
incommoded by the condition of things. 

DR. CHARLES GAYLORD, @ ' 
of the Seventh Ward, says that the houses re- 
centiy visited by him are in tolerably good sani- 
tary condition, and he had nothing to report as 
needing avy special attention. 
DR. HENRY SHERRY, 

of the Eichth Ward, says: I bave completed 
the inspection of the district assigned to me, 
and beg leave to report the following: 

No. 207 DeKoven street, a two-story frame, 
contains ten families, or forty-five persons. 
Nive of the families are Bohemian and one 
Irish. The house is in bad condition from vase- 
ment to garret, and in front of it is a cutter, 
wherein are deposited all the sleops and refuse. 
This foul hole smells to heaven, and ought to 
be filled with earth and graded to the level of 
the street. It is complained of very much by 
the neighbors. , 

No. 220 is untidy within, and every member 
of the family has sore eves. A drain on Bunker 
street, pear Canal, needs attention. At Nos. 41 
and 45 Bunker street ‘there is manure, which 
should be removed. ear by is a meat-canning 
factory, the refuse from which smells very 
badly at times, and should be taken away dur- 
ing the night. In front of Nos. 101 and 108 is 
stagnant water, andin the rearof No. 78 is a 
collection of garbage, and also the putrid re- 
mains of a cat. 

The condition of these streets is said to be 
much better this summer than ever before. 

DR. T. P. SHANAHAN, 

of the Eighth Ward, says he bas revisited the 
following houses, and found them in somewhat 
better condition than when be first called: Gold 
street, No. 22; Polk re Nos. 172, 213. 215, 
282, 284. The yard of No. 192 requires cleaning, 
as does the privy, which is in a filty condition. 
English & Moran are the owners. Ewing street, 
Nos. 246 and 248. The alley west of Palsted, 
running south from Harrison to Gurley, is in a 
very bad condition.

THE SANHEDRIM. 
tom JUSTICE WAS ADMINISTERED BY THE AN- 
CIENT HEBREWS. 
Church Queriery. 

Tribuvals for the administration of justice 
were of three sorts. The first was a court con- 
sisting of three Judges, who exercised jurisdic- 
tion in both civil and criminal cases of minor 
importance, and in other matters. They seem 
ip some circumstances, and for particular our- 
poses, to have been a standing committee of the 
greater Sanbedrims, but in others they were 
chosen from the larger body, to adjudicate in 
minor causes by the litigants themselves. One 
was selected by each, and the Judges thus 
ebosen nominated a third. Either plaintiff or 
defendant might object to the person 
by the other, on the ground of relationship, be- 
cause no relative of any of the persons con- 
cerned could be allowed to act as a Judge, or 
to give evidence, or on the eround of the 
want of character. The qualifications for 
membership of a Sanhedrim were experi- 
ence and @ reputation for justice, but these 
were supposed to include mercy, religion, 
hatred of bribery, and love of truth and of man- 
kind. Gamblers, asurers, betting men, and those 
who carried on trades in the Sabbatical year, 
whether voluntary or under foreign compulsion, 
were inadmissible either as Judges or witnesses, 
but avy other Jew, whether priest, Levite, or 
private person, was not debarred from the hope 
of obtaining a seat on the tribunal of justice. 
The Court of three Judges exercised jurisdic- 
tion in civil causes, in cases of robbery and as- 
seult, forcible restraint, enticement, and slander, 
fn the appointment of eldérs, who seem to bave 
been the Judges selected to fill vacancies in the 
Senbedrims, and among officers of the syna- 
gogues, and striking off the beifer’s neck (Deut., 
XI., 4), in the custom of losing the shoe (Deut., 
Av., 9), and in certain cases of immorality.

ant, Each member of the Court was strictly 


1 from divulging for whicn party he 
given his voice, because it was said, 
“Thou shalt not go uo and down as a tale- 
bearer among mv people ” (Lev., xix., 16), and 
“the taie-bearer revealeth secrets “ (Prov., xi., 
18). Execution of sevténce was stayed for 
thirty days, during Wien the defeated party 
might brug further evidence with the view of 
revising the judgment; and the Judges were 
allowed to reverse their decision. If necessary, 
the Court might sit on into the night, but it

‘Lhe Sanhedrim in Gazith was “the founda- 
tion of the traditional law, and pillar of instrac- 
tion (1 Tim., fl., 15), and, as such, it determined 
all questions aris ng throughout the Kingdom, 
as the ultimate Court. 1 lav an appeal 
from the tribud al of three to that of twenty- 
three in the same city, and from it to one of the 
lesser councils in Jerusalem, and from it to the 
o her, and from this last to the Great Sanhe- 
arim, whose decision was final. Cases of lesser 
in portance were left to be inferior courts. Its 
au boritv was unquestioned, because it was be- 
lieved to be he tr.bunal divinvly ao winted for 
the trial and de‘erminaiion of all matters 01 
greater moment, 

The jurisdiction of the Court extended to al! 
persons. und to certain social and politcal ques- 
tions, which it alone was competent to decide. 
The King was at rst under its control, but in 
consequence of the disturbance which arose 
when dannens was summoned before it. for 
causing the massacre of several thous ind per- 
sons in the temole, the law was altered, and all 
control over him was abandoned. He could not 
lawiully begin a foreign war, unless it bad been 
vreviousiy sanctioned by the Supreme Court of 
seventy-ode, nor could the army be set in mo- 
tion without its approval. A higb priest might 
act as Judge, and de himself ar- 
raigned defore this tribunal. He might 
de a withess, and evidence might be 
given against him by o hers. If condemned, he 
might be sentenced to receive stripes, but 
afterwards the Court was obl to restore 
him to bis dignity. A tribe which had lavsed 
to idolatry, and a false prophet, cou.d be in- 
criminated before it. No addition could be 
made to the Temple Courts, nor could the area 
ot Jerusalem be enlarged except witu its sanc- 
tion.’ The apoointment of local Magistrates 
ind of the Judges uf the secondary courts in 
general required its approval, which seems to 
have heen given through a sub-committee of 
three. It could exclude cities from me civil 
und ecclesiastical privileges of the Common- 
weaith, but not in more than two cases at once. 
and no tewo on the frontier could, for obvious 
reasons, be laid uuder this penalty. 

The court assembled after the morning sacri- 
fice, and continued in session until the even- 
ng. Criminal causes could only be heard and 
decided by dav. Waere the life of the acvused 
was involved he micht be acquitted at ouce, but 
he could not be condemned until the second 
day, and no Sentence could be passed on a Fri- 
day, or on the eve of a festival. Trials for capi- 
tal offehses could not be carried on by nicht. In 
each of these three particulara the Sanhedrim 
was guilty. waen Jesus was arraigned before it, 
of a flagrant violation of its owa rules. Whe her 
the cause was civil or criminal. the Juices were 
required to make a t borougb investigation into 
its merits. “Judgements in money open the 
case ei her for clearing or prov ug indebted, but 
judgments of souls open the case tor clearing. 
ind the case is not o ened for cOndemn ng ”’; 
so thatin the latter case the opposite of the 
modern usage was followed, the trial being 
begun by proying the inpocence of a person ac- 
eused of acriminal offense, and not by produc- 
ing evidence to obtain bis conviction. This rule 
also was broken by the Sanhedrim at the trial 
of Jesus, when ey sought for wituesses to 
put him to death.” 

The Savhedrim could sentence a culprit to be 
executed by pening or burn ng, or behead ng, 
or by stranel . las ihbemers, idolaters, those 
who sacrificed their children to Molech, persons 
with familiar solrits, wizards, those who pro- 
faned the Sabbath, the man who cursed his 
ta her or bis mother, or who seduced a be- 
trothed woman, or who enticed to idolatry, or 
who withdrew to it from the congrega ion, sor- 
cerers, and the stubborn and rebellious soo, 
were stoned. The immoral daugater of a 
priest was to be burned. At first the culprit 
was surrounded with dry wood and lit- 
erally burned alive, but afterwards a 
lighted faggot was first thrust down 
the throat of the person Who was sentenced to 
death inthis way. Murderersand the inhab- 
itants of a city which bad apostatized to idola- 
try were to be beheaded, the city itself, with 
eversthingd4t contained, was to be destroyed; 
but, although it might never be reduilt, the site 
mignt be laid out in pleasure-crounds. The 
man who beat bis father or bis mo her, or who 
kid na oed au Israelite, the elder who rebelled 
against ‘ne Judges, the false prophet. and be 
who prophesied in the name of idolatre, and 
witnesses who were proved to bave given per- 

ured evidence against a priest’s daughter and 

er paramour, were strangled. Even after the 
accused had been condemned, further opportu- 
nities, while on the wav to execution, were afford- 
ed cing which might tend to 
establish his innocetice, but, if none were torth- 
coming, the sentence was carriea into effect. There 
were two burial-piaces for condemned male- 
factors, one for those who were stoned and 
burned, and the other for those who were be- 
headed and strangled. Af er the burial, the 
relatives of the deceased were required to come 
to che Court which bad condemned him, and to 
ask after the welfare of the Judges and wit- 
nesses. to show that they entertained no malice 
in their bearte, and that they admitted the 
justice of the sentence. Ther were to appear 
dejected, but no outward sigus of mourning 
were permitted. 

Even before the Romanus hed deprived the 
Sanbedrim of the pover of inflicting capital 
punishment, the penalty bad virtually fallen 
iuto abe-ance. Therules of evidence had be- 
come so strict, and the distinctions laid down 
by the rabbis so subtle, that it was almost 
impossible to secure convictions. Public 
opinion had been changing in the direction of 
greater mercy, and some went so far as to advo- 
vate the abolition of the death penalty altogeth- 
er. If the Sannedrim passed one capita! sen- 
tence in seventy years, it was called the Court 
of Murderers. But in some cases the Jew was 
unmerciful, and a formal trial might be dis- 
pen ed with before ſufliet ng summary justice. 
A thief who stole a vessel used in the temole. the 
paramoucof an Aram@an and a necromancer, 
might be destroyed without anv trial. if a 
priest ministered in a state of legal uncleanness, 
the younger members of the sacerdotal order 
might drag him forth from the sacred preciocts 
and Gash out his brains with pieces of wood. 
The stranger who ventured to officiate in the 
temple was to be strangled, according to some, 
but, according to others, he was to be left to the 
visitation of Heaven. 


RUSSIAN PAGANTSM., 
QUEER HEATHEN CUSTOMS AND SUPERSTITIONS 
OF THE PEASANTRY. 

About 1,000 years ago, Pagan Russia turned 
Christian by order of the great Prince of Kieff. 
The new Christian country was at once overrun 
by Greek priests; the Pagan temples were de- 
strovea and orthodox churchés and conrents 
were erected in their stead; the Bible was 
translated from Greek into Slavonic by two 
Slavs, Kyrrill and Methodius. Soon sacred 
relics of Russian origin made their appearance, 
and then Russians began to call their country 
Holy Russia. ‘there is no need to discuss how 
far this epithet is applicable to the present 
Russia; but facts recentiv published in Rus- 
sian journals are interesting in the way of illus- 
tration. 

The Golos says: The Russian peasantry— 
that is, the great majority of the people—pre- 
serve with a surprising tenacity the habits, 
prejudices, peculiarities of dress and language, 
and even the religious notions, of the pre- 
Christian era. Nearly ten centuries have pass 
ed since Cbristianitvy was introduced into Rus- 
sia, but the popular Jemonology is yet vre- 
served in almost its original purity. Hobgob- 
lin, were-wolf, water-ghost, and sea-maid, as 
also sorcerer and witch, are believed in by the 
people as real beings. Along with the feast 
days of the Christian saints they observe the 
holidays of Pagan times. For instance, on the 
eve of Ivan Kusala the woodpiles are burnt, 
and people jump over them; oo New-Year’s 


Eve the village girls go from one bouse to an- 
other singing songs in honor of a Pagan god 
(Avsen). In the spring, again, several Pagan 
holidavs are observed.’ 
In seasons of epidemic disease the super- 
stitious remy oo 4 * 2 ＋1 arts of 
women rather than to the help o ysicians or 
of orthodox » The Go os says: “Ino the 
ht the women of the village 
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Sometimes other kinds of arts are resorted 
to for the — purpose. A Goos reporter 
writes from thé resin District: “An epidemic 
made an havoc among the * of this 
place; medical belp was of no avail, Followmng 
the advice ot a famous local witch, the shephv rds 
picked a> the beat sheed, ah, in the night, 
brougbt it to the cemetery and slaughtered it on 
the grave ef a peasant who had recentiv been 
buried. Then the body of the peasant was ex- 
humed andthe yiscera of the dead man and 
sheed were ioterchanged. The peasant’s body 
was buried again, and ‘hat of the sheep was 


burned on a pile of wood built over ‘he grave: 


then the ashes were collected and given to the 
sick sheep with heir foo.” 

Traces of fetishism mar be found among the 
Russian peasantry. The Nuss an News sas: 
“To the Province of Jamboff there is a mission- 
ary bro herhood whose object is to propagate 
Christianity among the Mohammedan popula- 
tion of that province. Pernaps it would bea 
creat deal better if that bro herbood should 
enlighten the peasants, who are officially known 
as Christians, while in fact they are not far from 
Pagans, worshio ng trees, spr'ngs, and the dif- 
ferent natural nhenomena. Last year, for in- 
stance, in the Village of Solazror, of this prov- 
ince, there appeared a sor ug. he local sorcer- 
ers and witches announced that it vosseased 
miraru'ous beal ne prooerties. Crowds of peo- 
ple flocked ‘here to be cured of ali kinds ol dis- 
easesat the hands of the local magicians. The 
oriest of the village reported the Pagan services 
held at the sorng to the authorities. The po- 
lice arrived: they succeeded in destroy ug a 
kind of chapel that had been erected there, and 
dispersed the supposed sorcerers. Presently 
clouds of smoke were seen; a house was on fire. 
The peasants did not attempt to put out the 
fire. They sald: It is the God's will.’ And 
when the Cmef of Police orderd them to extin- 
guish the fire they broke out into a furious riot. 
Led by an old woman, with a magic poker in 
ner hind, they assaulted the Cnief of Police 
and left bim ow the ground nearly dead.“ 

„The Cheremis of the Province of Perm,“ 
savs the New Timea, “although nominally 
Christian. are in Pagan. They perform 
their sacrifices in wild forests, where ole men 
of their own belief are admitted. They ride 
swiftly to an appointed place and carry with 
them an ox or sheep for the sacrificial ceremony. 
The sacrificer kills the animal, opens it, and, ac- 
cording to its appearance, predivts how the 
crons will turn out, wie ber au epidemic is im- 
pending, and what important events are to hap- 
pen in de year. Then the animal is roasted on 
a wood fire, and everybody present partakes of 
the sacred meat. en the final praver-songs 


are ended they quietly disperse.“ 


The peasants believe that the sorcerers can 
conjure rain and cause drought, and avain bring 
down raio dur nga drought. “In the Town of 
Ust-Khover,”’ saves the Dun News, “a voter 
established a factory, which became a great suc- 
cess; ushaopily, there came on a prolonged 
drought, and the people, believing that dry 
weather is much needed by potters, looked on 
this one as @ conjurer, who was able to get 
what be waoted. In vain he tried to persuade 
the crowd that he was an orthodox Christian; 
in vain the local priest pleaded for bim; not 
only was he forced to decamp, bat his factory 
was burned.”’ 

In the Proviece of Saratoff,”’ savs the Vew 
Times, in case of a drought, the peasants are 
accustomed to resort to a strange means which 
they believe brings rain. All the villazers, old 
and young, take pails of water and splash it 
around the corner on the passers-by. Nobody 
is spared. The village is a very queer sight,— 
men, women, and children, with ouckets and 
scoops in bind, running after one anocher, and 
splashing water richt and left.“ 

ln sickness the Russian peasantry relv almost 
wholly on conjurers—naturally, since it is hard 
for a peasant to secu-e the services of a doctor. 
Each district physician has in his charge perbaps 
50,000 persons, scattered over fifty square miles; 
all be can do is to hurriedly through 
the village once a month. nder these 
cireumstaoces, the majority of peas- 
ants, when suffering from disease, 
resort to local magicians. especially sorceresses, 
who sometimes practice their incantations witb 
decoctions of their own, oftener with holy water. 
de trainers of. tamed bears also are not ner- 
lected; these lay the sick man on the floor and 
com pel a bear to walk over him several times. 

Maov other circumstances of the peasant’s 
hard life induce him to seek the * ag ay ad- 
vice. If an ox is stolen, a cow lost, a gun 
misses fire or alm, a horse has the distemper, his 
pigs and poultry get sick, bis wife grows thio 
and sad, his grown daurhter is neziected by the 
young men, his frait-crees don’t bear, the fish 
leave the neighboring pond, a peacant friend 
gets delirium tremens,—in all such troables who 
can belp if not Sor-erer Ivan? The peasant ad- 
alits that in aoply ng to a sorcerer he deals with 
tne Devil; but what daes that matter, if he can 
recover bis stolen ox. or his wife grow stout and 
merr:s? He knows well howto get rid of bis 
sin; five covecxs to the priest for confession 
and two copecks fora taper will make every- 


thing right. 


THE SPORTING PARSON. 
HIS CAREER AS FARMER, MANUFACTURER, 
SPORTSMAN, PREACHER.

When the Lord Jesus Christ wanted minis- 
ters for the new faith which He bad come to 
breach, He took them awav from secular work. 
He a'so gave up any woridly business in which 
He himself was engaged when He eatered 
upon His work. Neverthelets, once and 
again, Peter. and Joho, and James went 
fishing, their“ old occupation. Paul, when 
he needed funds, made tents, his old busi- 
ness, and preached the Goxpel too. It has 
never been the custom of the Christian Church, 
however, for eighteen ceuturies, to allow its 
religious teachers to engage in secular pursuits. 
Their wants bave been, and with some excep- 
tions still are, amply supplied, that they may 
give themselves to reading, meditation, prayer, 
and the ministry of the Word according to Paul's 
injunction to Timothy. And men who enter the 
ministry of the Christian Church because they 
feel that God iavs that calling as a burden on 
them will not be likely to turn aside to engage 
in secalar concerns, Now and again, however, 
we find ministers who enter the pulpit profes- 
sionally as they would an law office or a medical 
college. With them it is a business, a pleasant 
ove in many respects, not a great deal of hard 
work connected with it; a couple of sermons a 
week to be written or thought out, a few pas- 
toral visits to be made, a weekly lecture to be 
read or a praver-meeting attended, and an oc- 
casional funeral. These things over, the time 
belongs to the ministers for any other purpose 
they may elect. Some of them go into stork- 
raising, farming, bookselling, manufacturing, 
insurance, and what not. Once in a waile ther 
take to geld sports, asa Brooklyn Presbvterian 
did a few years ago, and gave up the ministry 
altogether . therefor. But most of them 
hold on to the ministry because it gives 
them the entree into good _ society, 
where as farmers or horse jockeys they 
might not be able to go. But this double-deal- 
ing gets one and another of the clergy into 
trouble, asithas in the latest instance,—the 
Rev. W. H. H. Murray, of Andirondack noto- 
riet v, the man of mammoth churches, fast horses 
and vachts, buckboard wagons, newspapers, and 
heavy debts. 

SPECULATOR, SPORTMAN, PREACHER. 

For several years Mr. Murrav has enjoved un- 
enviabie notoriety as a speculator, a sportsman, 
and a preacher. The sportsman has at last suc- 
ceeded in gett ng the preacher into difficulty. 
H.s various speculations’ required moser, and 
his big church or churches couid not give bim 
enough to gratify bis tastes for horseflesh and 
farm stock. Money was borrowed to meet his 
obligations, and evervth ng that he owned was 
mortgaged to his treditors, and now one after 
ano her tas levied on his foods and chattels, 
and if they can get B per cent of their just ducs 
they will de bappy. The experience of Mr. Mur- 
ray shows chat a men may be born a genius and 
yet become a fool; that he mav begin a minister 
and tura out a Knave, or, in modern porase, un- 
fort unate.

WHO IS CHRIST? 


THE BXPONENT OF THE DOCTRINE OF DIVINE 
HUMANITY. 

The following answer to the query, Who is 
Christ? was recently given by Kesbeb Chunder 
Sen, the head of the Brahmo Soma), in India, in 
an address to an assembly of Hindoos: 

„Though we are Hindoos, we cannot help ad- 
mir ng the superior and exalted ethics whic 

Christ brings to us. Lou cannot dens it; you 
cannot set it aside. It is from God. Your con- 
sciences attest it. Ancient philosophy bows be- 
fore it. A greater than Socrates has taucht us 
this lofty ethical code; and we are bound for 
truth’s sake to accept this legacy from Christ. 
We are all agreed, irrespective of differences of 
creed aud cast, as to Mie supremacy of the 
ethical law embodied in Christ’s teaching and 
character. if vou Indiads hesitate or refuse to 
accept Christ, it is not because you dislike 
Christ's ethics. It is t Chris:’s humanity 
that is a stumbl'ng-biocé in ra way, but his 
so-called divinity. His heavenly spirituality, sot 
bis human morality, in the way of your 
accepting bim, 

It appears tome that Christ belleved earnest- 
ly and consistentiv in what I should, in the ab- 
sence uf a better exvression, call the doctrine of 
divine humanity. Christ not only believed this, 
but be carried it. theoretically and practically. 
to the uttermost logical sequence. Bat what 
was this do trine? Christ struck the key-note 
of it when He announced His divinity before an 
astonished and amazed world ia these words: 
I and my Father are aue.“ He lived, moved, 
aud bad His being in God. Not a breath He 
drew, but it was from the Lord. Not a drop of 
life-biood was there io Him, but it came from the 
very fountain of life and vitality in Heaven. He 
said. He beard, He touched, as we gee, hear, and 
touch. But He alwars felt that the root of His 
being was God Himseif,—a fact of which we are 
not always conscious. He had His life rooted in 
divinity. He felt alwavs that the Lord was un- 
deriving His whole existence. And, therefore, 
without equivoca:ion, and with all the boldness 
and candor of conscious simplicity, He pro- 
claimed unto the world that He was one with 
God. Bat He asserted the doctrine of spiritual 
onepess, not only with retereace to the Godhead, 
but also with regard to those around Him. He 
was present, not only in died, but also in the 
hearts of His disciples. What was His prayer 
to His Father regard ng Liis peo je before He 
allowed Himself to be crucified? Some time 
before that event o Christ went to His 
Fa her and said, ‘As Thou, Fa her, art in Me. 
and Lin Thee, that they also may be one in Us.’ 
Thus, io comprehensive unity, He sougut to 
include God, Himself, and all mankind. . .. 

„For 2,000 years men have been trying to 
find out the dead Christ uader the stone. Bu- 
the Sp:rit of Goa has marvelously rolled away 
the stone, and Christ is not there. Even for 
three days Christ could not consent to live on 
earth as a dead Christ buried under the stone. 
So the Lord took His Christ unto Himself, 
and bas in all ages discomfted and disappointed 
those who have searched for the dead Christ on 
earth. Where, then, is Christ now? He is liv ng 
in all Christiau lives, and in all Caristiao infla- 
ences at work around us. Of the dead Christ I 
speak not. Of what ase isa dead Christ to us 
or to our nation? Put the liv ag spirit ot Ohrist 
into yeur hearts and affections, vour daily life 
and character. Do you not see Christ existing 
throughout Christendom, hke an ail-pervading 
leaven, mysteriously and impercept ly leaven- 
ing the bias of millions of men and women? 
You cannot resist His influence, yeu may deny 
His doctrine, you may even hate and repadiate 
His name, but He goes straight into vour beart 
and leavens your lives. He does not care to in- 

‘quire what doctrine you believe, or what dogma 

ou accept, nor even what sort of a life you lead. 
You ma be thé basest of Anners. You may be 
intellectually opposed tomany of His doctrines. 
(‘he truth that is in Cnrisé will, perforce, over- 
come and pebetrate vour souls in spite of your 
perverseness, and secretiwinfluence vour charac- 
ter. In all Christian liteeature, laws, and insti- 
tutions, we see Christ’seliv.ng influepce as a 
reality. The Christ that is advane ut in all di- 
rec lons has touched India, and hence the ques- 
tion she asks: Whois Christ? The genius of 
the nation has asked this question, and you are 
bound to answer it. Im the interests of the 
country, in the interests of truth, the question 
must be answered one Wav or ano her, now or 
hereaiter. To India’s solemo and thrilling cry 
you must some day returu a response. 

‘* Meanwhile, I must beg vour accenptence of 
the truly rational solution of the proolem | have 
presented to you. You will find on reflection 
that the doctrive of divine humanity is essen- 
tially a Hindoo doctrme, and the pieture of 
Christ's life and character [ bave drawn is alto- 
geiher a picture of ideal Hindoo life. Surely, 
the idea of ab, orption and immersion in the De- 
ity is one of those ideas of Vedantic Hindooism 
which prevail extensively in India. From the 
highest sage to the humblest peasant, millions 
of men in this land beiieve ta the Pau heistic 
doctrine of man’s identity with the Godhead. 
(he most illiterate man is beard to say he and 
the Lord are one. ‘the dovtrine of absorption 
in the Deity is India’s creed, and, through this 
idea, I believe, India wili reach Ohrist. Will 
He not fulfill ube Indian Seriptare? I am re- 
minded of the passage in the Gospel in which 
He saves: Iam not cotmie to destrov, but to 
fulfll.? The Mosaic disvensation only? Per- 
haps the Hindoo dispensation also. In Iadia 
He will fulfili the Hindoo dispensation.” 


AN ANCIENT CHURCGH. 
CELEBRATION OF THE SEVENTEENTH CENTENA- 
RY OF A LONDON LANDMARK, 

The seventeenth centenarr, according to tra- 
dition, of the foundation of the Church of St. 
Peter-on-Cornhiil, in London, was celebrated on 
July 24, the Archbishop of Canterbury preach- 
ing inthe morning, and Bishop Claughton, 
Archdeacon of London. in the evening. A“ 
though the greater bart of the old building wae 
destroved by the fire of 1668, many interesting 
relics were saved, says the Lonaon Times, and 
may be seen in the vicinity to this day. Here, 
for instance, isa brass tablet recut after the 
great fire, and containing the substance of a tra- 
dition recorded on one spoken of py Holinshed in 
bis “Chronicles” in 1574. From the copy of 
the original tablet given by Weaver in “ Funeral 
Monumenta, 1631, it appears that Lucius was 
„the frrst Christen King of this Load, then 
called Brytayne; and that in the yeerrs of 
our Lord God, An. cixxix.” he “ foundyd the 
fyrst chyrch in London, that is to sey, the 
Chyrch of Sent Peter-upon-Cornhyl; and 
he foundyd then an 19 see, ~ 
and made that church the Metropolitant and 
cheef chirch of this Kindom, and so enduryd the 
space of ecce. yeerys and more, unto the Com- 
myng of Sent Austen, an Apost vl of Euglond,“ 
ete., when the Archbishop’s “See and Pol” 
were removed to Canterbarr. The parish regis- 
ter, dating from 1533, has just been paodlisned 
by the Harleian Society. Here, too, may be 
seen a copy of Jerome’s Fu gate, very beautiful- 
iv written on fine white vellum, with 150 carious 
miniature paintings. This was done by a monk 
in the thirteenth century, and, as appears by the 
colophon at the end, specially for this churca. 
Lovers of archeolozy will find much interesting 
matter concern ng ‘he history of the church in a 
paper read by he Rector before the London and 
Midulesex Archwoiogical Society. The lofty 
and peculiar oak chancel-screen, designed d 
Wreu's daughter and carved by Poultaey Ret 
A hew, was yesterday simply decorated with a 
ime of white and red flowers placed along the

Laxe Geyeva, Wis., Aug. 16.—The services 
of the Christian-Work Assembly will be con- 
luded on Sunday (to-morrow), although tie 
camp may be kevt open for a week or twe vet 
for such as desire rest and recreation in the 
pleasant groves.

SENSATIONAEBE REVIVATLISM. 


PANORAMIC EFFECTS IN A GOSPEL TSNT. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun, writ- 
ing from Norwich, Conn., says: 

When William Hurd, temperance orator and 
Gospel tent revivaliss of Dover, N. H., opened 
the exercises under his heated canvas on the cir- 
cus lot at Fairmouot and Main streets on Satur- 
day erening, a mixed audience of 500 persons 
sat and perspired silently in the breathless at- 
mosphere. The choirmasters sang several solos, 
and a row of earnest ladies under the shadow of 
the eanopied platform chanted revival bymns in 
the red glare of the tent lamos. 

Wiliam Hurd had promised his congregation 
for that evening a picture of the roads to Heaven 
and Hell, and pictorial glimpses into bis 
own dark past; and scores of workingmen 
and workingwomen had ga'hered to listen to 
the sad story of moral downfall! and ultimate 
reformation. In the audience were many girls 
and young men, wo giggled and flirted through 
the exercises, and many half-crown boys in the 
dusky rear of the tent iuterrapted the speakers 
with noisy talk and laughter, and openly ridi- 
culed the revivalist’s earnest but illiterate style. 

Mr. Hurd explained bis pictures as they were 
shifted before him in the manner of a panoramic 
exhibitor, and as be plunged into the recital of 
his own bitter experiences, that had broken the 
hearts and withered the lives of his familv, his 
impessioned voice rose higher and higher; be 
seemingly torgot himself and bis hearers, and 
bis words were often a wail of agony, or were 
cheked in gasps of emotion. Then, recovering 
himself after a struggle, and changing bis sub- 
ject, be drew shouts of lauguter from his listen- 
ers. His paintings, which are five ind ten feet 
square, are noticeable for their prodigality of 
gaudy bues and erudity of execution. 

The first scene represented the “two great 
roads” through life. From a pleasant coantrr 
landscape dotted with cottages, overtopped by 
the whitewashed spire of a church, and lying 
op the shore of the sea, two white staircases 
start from an Indefinite and cloudy beginn'ng.

GERMANY. 


The Emperor and Crown-Prinace.New Car- 
alry Pistol, 

Srrity, Aug. 1.—The best accounts arrive here 
from Gastein as to the health of the Emperor, 
who continues te devote his time to labor and 
recreation alternately; while the Crown Prince, 
who is residing with his family in the new valace 
at Potsdam, never allows a day to pass without 
reviewing troops, often at a great distance from 
Berlin, or inspecting some exhibition or military 
invention. In the latter respect I may mention 
that. after considerable indecision and delay, 
the War Office here has resolved to replace the 
old smooth-bore cavalry pistol bya new revolver 
of peculiar make, being encouraged thereto bv 
the success which has attended the use of a some- 
what sim/lar weanon for sevaral years back in 
the Twelfth Saxony Army Corps. This new 
cavalry pistol, which bears the mark M 


said to be constructed from various models, and 
must be capable of performing great things, 
having been selected, it seems, without entering 
into competition with el*her the Dreiae or Lowe 
revolver. the latter taking effect at 209 kilome- 
tres, and fring at least twelve shots ber minute. 
The Lowe revolver was introduced into the Rus- 
sian army’ in 1877 as the heat obtainable weanon 
of its kind, and seems to have given so much 
satisfaction in St. Petersburg that it was lately 
placed in the hands of all the police, in order 
that ther might cope with the Nihilists on some- 
thing like equal terms. I will endeavor to 
procure for you further details as to the 
new cavairy pistol to de ! introduced 
into all the German army. Meanwhile. I 
may remark that the bee is not more quick to 
detect the honey-laden flower than is the 
General Staff here sfgacious to mark and profit 
by the slightest improvement or change in the 
art and metruments of war. The torpedo 
practice of the Rus- ians on the Danube was 
closely observed and pondered over in the 
Ministry of War, and there can be no doubt 
that the late determination of the Admiralty to 
substitute lichter vessels and gunboats fitted 
for coast defense, instead of the various tron- 
clads, etc., about to be built in accordance with 
the scheme for ¢reating ea recular Imperial navy 
orofected fo 1872. was the resalt of carefullv- 
drawn inferences from the matiner of naval 
warfare as recently practiced on the western 
coast of South America. 


Aunexing Holland to Germany. 
Spectal to Landon Times. 

Beau, Aug. 1.—A vamphiet avpeared lately 
in Amsterdam entitled The Netherlands Incor- 
porated with Germanv.“ which has caused no 
small seusation in Dutch circles, and may be 
worth mentioning to you merely as a curious 
drifting straw on the current of the time. The 
ostensible author, a certain M. Nori, ex-mem- 
ber of the Dutch Lower House, busies himself 


the Orange throne, and would fato sketch o it 
the future programme of his native country. 
Singular to say, M. Nori has bat a poor opinion 
of it. Both at home and abroad, he argues, the 
Netherlands’ have become powerless, and have 
almost lost the rigbt to be regarded as an inde- 
pendent State. Amo bis infatuated country- 
men, ne sadiv admits, there is a decided ore- 
dilection for France, but hove cannot come to 
them from Paris, norsalvation from the banka of 
the Seine. By geographical situation, as well as 
ap Sante and etnnic origin, Holand beloucs to 

rmany; and it is bigh time for the Dutch 
people to reconcile themselves with the thought 
of being tneorporated with or annexed by their 
great Teutonic ne'ghbors. M. Nori has evi- 
dently never assomated with Roumanian states- 
red, nor come into syrmova*hetic contact with 
members of tne Italia Irredenta party. Had he 
inquired into the private views of Prince Bis- 
marek on the subiect before writing his 
pamphlet he might bave seen cause to save hit- 
self the exvense of vrint’ng it and escape the 
subsequent mortification of see'ng it relegated 
to the region of rejected addresses. Wherever 
else reference may be made to be incorporation 
of Holl ind with the Empire, there is very little 
serious mention of the anhiject. at least in Ger- 
manv itself. Priace Bismarck is too anxious for 
the lasting unity of the Emvire—heterogeneous 
enough ſu its component parts already—to en- 
danger its stability by admission into the Fea- 
— Union of such an alien element as Hol- 


Socialism—Bursting of the Big Gun—Army- 
Maneuvres. 

Beri, July 31.—The Socialists, it would 

seem, are likely to gain another victory, of a 
double nature this time. Dr. Lucius, the new 
Minister of Agriculture and Imperial Deputy 
for Erfurt, baving had to formally resign his 
seat in consequence of dis elevation to office, 
the Social Democrats conceived the audacious 
notion of bringing forward a cindidate in oppo- 
sition to the nominee of Prince Bismark in the 
person of Herr Kappell, a Hamburg man. The 
Liberals have also a champion in the field: but 
as the almost equal number of votes gained by 
the two Miulsterial opponents will deprive Dr. 
Lucius of an absolute majority, a second ballot- 
ing will most probably result in the return of 
the Social Democrat—which will farnish matter 
to the thoughtful. The Socialist law. it is true, 
now finds less frequert application than former- 
ly, but still within the last day or two about half 
a score of obnoxious publications have been sup- 
pressed. 
Further details have at last been published as 
to the gun accident the o her day on board the 
Renown at Wühelmsbaven, which resulted 60 
fatally for the crew of that vessel. The 21 
ceutimetre cannon, of Krupp make, after sev- 
eral hundred shots had been fired with it, burst 
in two. fairly in the middle—one part falling 
forward, the o her backward. The Renown, a 
vessel carrying twenty-three guns, was formerly 
purchased from the English navv, and was used 
for the puroose of marine artillery practice. 
Che accident cannot but attract scientific atten- 
tion at a time when the bie gun exoerimeants at 
Mepoen are about to begin, attended by skilled 
representatives of all the Powers, and when 
English naval officers are engaged in consider- 
ing the respective merits of Herr Krupp’s 
breech-loading cannon and the muzzie-loaders 
in use on board British ships. A bronze statue 
of Prince Adalbert, the fa her of the German 
navy, is to be erected at Wilhelmshaven. 

The great annual Prussian army maneuvres, 
beginoing this vear at Konigsberg, after the 
military festival of Sedan here, will be attended 
by special representatives of all the Great Pow- 
ers. On the part of France, it seems, tn addi- 
tion to her two military attaches at he Embassy 
here, there will be present Gen. Von Kerhue, 
commander of the Second Brigade of Dragoons; 
Col. Haillot, of the General Staff: with an Ar- 
tillery and Chasseur Captain respectively. The 

ussian autumn maneuyres. with the trooos 
stationed at Krasnoe Selo will be held between 
the 15th and 20th of Aucust.

HAY-FEVER. 


A Chat with a Gentlemen Who Has Been a 
Safferer Thirty-seven Years—An Incurable 
Affection=What Causes It, How It Affects 
Its Victims, an 1 How to Escape It, 

Phiiadeiphia Times. 

The sufferer from hay- lever gets little sympa- 
thy from his fellow-mortals who are free from 
the affliction. It never kills, and while it is se- 
rious enough to the sufferers themselves, out- 
siders are apt to treat the matter with unseemly 
levity. If you have à friend who is afflicted with 
the disorder, and meeting bim on the street with 
a cordial “How are you Bob, my boy?” the 
chances are that instead of answering you with 
equal cordiality, he will begin to sneeze and 
keep it up for ten minutes or 80, gasping 
and sneezing alternately, but never saving a 
word. Although such an exhibition is calculated 
to cast a gloom over your spirits, you, cannot be 
expected to melt into tears of symoathy. And 
vet the disease is no joke, and thus far seems to 
have utterly baffled medical science so far as its 
treatment is concerned. The complaint is 
known as bay fever, June fever, rose cold, peach 
fever, autumnal catarrh, summer cold, and 
buckwheat fever. It bas also been facetiously 
called vew-mown-ia. Altbough the doctors have 
discovered no sovereign remedy, the patients 
themselves have found several places where the 
disease does not flourish. One of these is Bot h- 
lehem, among the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire. Here the sufferers enjoy almost ab- 
solute immunity from the disease, provided they 
seek that retreat a few days before the attack is 
„due.“ one of the peculiarities of the disease 
being that it annually recurs with such recularity 
that the patient can calculate exactly when he 
will be attacked. In the fall of 1874 a large 
number of gentlemen and lad’es who were sub- 
ject to the disease sought retuge at Bethlehem. 
and while jollify'ng there, free, for the time 
being, from ne ravages of their old enemy, they 
formed themselves into an association offensive 
and defensive against the commonfoe. Among 
the band were judges, lawvers, doctors, naval 
and army officers, clergymen, journalists, mer- 
chants, coliege orofessors, bankers, and persons 
in other walks of Ie. The society was organ- 
ized Sept. 15, 1874, and a constitution was 
adodted. That fnstrument fs a very short and 
simple document. It provides that the organi- 
zation shali be called “The United States 
Hay-Fever Association.” Its object is de- 
clared to be mutual benefit and _ the 
search for information which sball serve to re- 
lieve all sufferers from hay-fever wherever found. 
Anv persou affitcted with bay-fever may become 
a member by signing the constitution. The offi- 
cers are a President, Vice-Presidents,an Advis~r 
Board, a Treasurer, Corres doudiug Secretary, an 
R-cording Secretary. It is made the duty of each 
member to report to the Recording Secretary the 
discovery of any remedy, source of relief, or ex- 
empt district which mar come to his or her 
knowledge. The Secrétary on receipt of such 
information shall communicste it to each mem- 
ber. ‘The annual meetings for the choice of offi- 
cers and other business are held at Bethlehem, 
N. H., on the last Monday of August in each 
vear. Other meetings may be held in Septem- 
ber upon the call of anv six members of the 
Board of Goverument. Zach member is assessed 
51 der annum. The Advisory Board consists 
entireiv of ladies. Philadelpb'a bas been repre- 
sented in the Board several yeara by Mrs. A. H. 
Holman. Besides the officers mentioned there 
are standiog committees ou Scientific Facts 
and “ Proposed Remedies.” 

A CHAT WITH. COL. MUCKLE. 

Col. M. Riebards Muckte, business manager of 
the Fub e . of this city, who bas been a 
periodical sufferer from bay-fever for thirtv- 
seven veers or more, is President of the Hay- 
Fever Association, having been elected at the 
meeting in 1877. Col. Mackie, who will soon 
pack his caroet-be¢ and start on his aunual pil- 
grimage to the White Mountains, where he will 
attend the anoual meet Mg of the Association on 
the 25th inst.. was foubd in bis cozy private of- 
fire in the Ledger Buiid fie yesterday, looling as 
hale and hearty and anpearing as genial and 
jotly as a man who never beard of hay-fever or 
any other kiod of ſever u all the days of Lis 
life. A better idea oft what the hay-fever is, 
what causes it, bow it its victims, and 
how it is to be run awavfrom, can be ga hered 
from a chat with Col. Muckle than from the be- 
rusal of all the learned books that have been 
written uoon the subject. Col. Muckle readily 
dropped, for the time he ng, the affairs of the 
great newspaper whose unances are in h's keep- 
ing, and devoted half aa hour to a recital or his 
ob;ervation and exoeri¢nce of hay-fever. 

In the first place,“ he began, har fever is 
not an iilness, but an affection, and one of the 
most remarkable pecuiarities is the regularity 
wita which it recurs. Jo my case I uo the 
day that [shall be attacked as well as I know 
my birthday. Ualess 1 fly to some locaiity 
whicbd is exe not from ‘the disease 1 am as sure 
to wake up with hay ferer On the mornng of 
the 15th of August as I am to wake an at all. 
Some of my friends say that this is all imagina- 
tion, but there is no imagination about ik. 1 
will go to bed on the eyening of the 14th iu per- 
fect bealth and wake up the next morning with 
my eyes, nose, and mauth look ng as though I 
had beeo on a two weeks’ batter. It sometimes 
takes me two bours to get my face in presenta- 
ble condition. The bev-fever is an infamma- 
tion of the mucous membrane, generally of the 
nose, eves, and mouth, but it sometimes affects 
the whole body. The causes of hay fever are not 
certainly knowa. There are many theories, the 
most generally accepted be ng that the ioflam- 
mation is caused by sothe minute insect in the 
pollen of the rose and o her flowers and plants, 
the fuss of the peach, etc. Another theory is 
that the active cause is a malarial poiscn, whica 
most usually proceeds from flower ng, rioen ng, 
matur ng, or decompos'ng vegetable mat ter, its 
poisonous effects being especially active or di- 
rectly concentrated upos the mucous tissues.” 

HAY-FEVBR SENSITIVES. — 

„Hei her of those theories are correct,’ said 
the “Visitor, “I should think that farmers, 
truckers, and florists would be the principal suf- 
leres from hay-fever.“ 

„Well, no, bat does not follow. Some per- 
sons are peculiarly seositive to certain diseases. 
You and I mav go through a small-pox hospital 
together. I take the disease and you escape. 
Mv observation convinces me that the victims ol 
hay-fever are generally those who work with 
their brains ra her than with their hinds. A 


‘person who is peculiarly susceptible to this af- 


tection we call a hay-fever sensitive. No rem- 
edy has ever been discovered. I have tried 
nearly everything. Twenty-nine years ago I 
called the attention of my family obvsictan, 
Prof. David Gilbert, of the University of Penn- 
svivanir, to mv cass, and be doctored me until 
he died, but he never did me any perceptible 
good,. though he entered into correspondence 
with the most distinguished members of the 
orofession in the country. He came very near 
killing me, however, with a powerful pre para- 
tion of strvehoine, which relieved my head, but 
through me into a diarrhea which taxed all bis 
skill to check, and as soon as it was checked 
my eves, nose, and mouth were as bad as ever.“ 

Pen do you feel when the fever is upon 
you } 

„ feel like the man who was ses-sick; at 
first I am afraid 1 wil) die, and then I am afraid 
that [ won’t. It is impossible to describe my 
feelings—eves, nose, and mouth ioflamed, swol- 
len, and discharging pus, and a lassitude that 
is unbearable, The eternal sneezing is perhaps 
the most annoviog thing about it. But I have 
learned a lesson from the cannoneer—to fire 
with my mouth open. It relieves the agony of 
a sneeze very much; if you don’t believe it, try 
it. The only thing that I can do to lighten the 
attack is to build up my health by a generous 
diet. A great deal also depends on cleanliness, 
but the ooly sure thing is to run away to some 
snot. where the hay-fever don’t go. If I stay at 
home I am alwave attacked on the 15th of Au- 
gust, and the affection reaches its climax in 
about six weeks, and then gradually grows 
better until about the middle of November. when 
it entirely disappears. A cool, damo atmosphere

could live in an ice-chest he would never have 
hav-fever.

The Caa-Can Performed in True Parisian 
Style, 
Sin Prancisce Call, Aug. 8. 

For the second time since the ooen'ng, the 
California Theatre was last evening turned over 
to the worshipers of Terpsichore,and, instead of 
the regular dramatic or operatic performance, 
the interior was devoted to fun and pleasure, ip 
which the audience took the principal part. 
The announcement that the masked ball 
would be under the auspices of the Aimee 
Troupe and the artists of the company,” 
attracted a large crowd. The arrangements 
for the ball made by the management of the 
California Theatre were ona scale to provide 
„fun,“ as the announcement promised, for the 
dancers and a liberal return for the manage- 
ment. Theinterior of the theatre was bind- 
somely decorated with flags and bird-cages filled 
with yellow songsters. Ihe foor used at a for- 
mer masquerade, given six years ago by the 
Oriental Ciub, was again used, and extended 
for about half-way back of the stage to the 
dress-circie, completely cover'ng the orchestra 
and a portion of the stage. floor was not 
as large as on the former occasion, as a portion 
of the stare was cut off and util'zed as a supper- 
room. This made it ra*her small (about the 
size of Platt’s Hall), and dancing was 
at times a difficult feat.

THE GODDESS UNVEILED. 


The Girl Whose Face Is Stamped eon the 
Silver. Doltlar -The Typcal American 
Beauty Is a Phitadelphia School-Teacher.

There probably never has been a coin issu 
by the Government which has created so much 
talk aud discussion as the Blind dollar. It has 
been subjected to ridicule from the awkward 
position of the bird of freedom, which holds a 
place on the reverse side. It has been praised 
for the beautiful profile of the younglady’s face, 
which ig shown on the front. The iatérest in the 
coin was hightened when it was whispered 
that the features were intended to represent the 
true tyne of American beauty, as distinguished 
from that of any other nationality. Further than 
this, it was quietly asserted that the young lady 
was a reality, and that the face was no ideal 
sketch of an artist’s fancy. Those who were in 
the secret kent their mouths sealed as to who 
the lady might be, and for months the face was 
credited to various noted beauties, who were 
flattered as they read the glowing descriptions 
of themselves, and, betng birds of society, rather 
hked the prominence than otherwise, 

In the early part of 1876 the Treasury Depart- 
ment opened communication with the Royal 
Mint of Eagiand for the pur dose of procuring 
the services of an expert designer and engraver, 
whom it was desired should come to this coun- 
try and take @ position in the Philadelphia 
Mint. Asa result of these negotiations a clever 
vouut man named Morgan was sent over here. 
He engage!-accommodations with a very est 
mable lady, Mrs... Eckfelt, on Mount 
Vernon street, above Sixteenth. He an- 
nounced his business as being em- 
ployed by the Treasury Department, and 
stated that he was engaged fo make a design 
for anew dollar, and immediately proceeded to 
turn bis apartment isto a workshop. At the 
same time Mr. Morgan was engaged in his 
labors to prodace someth’ng which would 
startle the country, Mr. Barber, the Chief De- 
signer at the Mint here, was hard at work uoon 
the same subject. For weeks and months Mr. 
Morgan toiled on, failing to produce a design 
which was satisfactory to himself. His atten- 
tion at first was given to the reverse side, 
and eagies in various attitudes appeared, 
but at last he designed a copy of the 
great Amériean oird which pleased him. 
This was not the one which appears on the 
coln now, but was larger, and its wings were 
longer. An after-thought occurred, when the 
wings were clipoed, the bird reduced tu size,

While eoraged iu bis labors, Mr. Morgan vis- 
ited ‘he Academy of Fine Arts ior the purpose 
of brichten ng up hie Ideas studying American 
art. He was acquainted with the English and 
the Cootinental schools. but, as his work was to 
be Americanized, de desired to make 
it thoroughly so. He made the acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Thomas Eakins, an artist 
of no little reputa ion, and this soon ripened 
into a warm friendship. Their interests oemg 
identical, to Mr. Eakins was communicated 
many of the thoughts of the ioreign artist re- 
garding the work he had on hand. Mr. Morgan 
desired to present as the principal ficure on the 
coin a representative head of the American fe- 
male beauty. His first inclination was to make 
a fanciful head of a Goddess of Liberty or 
someth ng of the sort, which would be pleasing 
in its appearance, and vet bave no’ real sig¢- 
nificance. A couple of designs of this sort 
wera made, but did not come un to the 
expectations of the artist. Theo it was deter- 
mined that the head should be the representa- 
tion of some living American girl, who should 
sit while the artist sketched her features. But 
where to procure such a lady was a question 
which bothered Mr. Morgan. He examined the 
countenances of the young women who make it 
their business to pose as models for the artists 
at the Academy, and among the large number 
he could find none who suited his purposes. He 
went to the Woman’s Schoo! of Designs, bat 
in all the sketches and casts there etam- 
ined he could find nothing which accorded 
with bis views. Then the services of his 
new-found friend, Mr. Eakins, were called in 
and that gentleman induced a young lad friend 
of the family to sit as the model for Mr. Mor- 
gan. Tais lady is the one whose face is now 
starnped on the coin of the country. and whose 
identity, the more, becomes a matter of historical 


record. 

The posings took place at the residence of 
Mr. Eakins, on Mount Vernon street, below 
Eighteenth, where the laay was initiated into 
the difficulties snd mysteries of art. It was a 
question for a long time as to just what form 
the bead and its ornamentation should con- 
sist of. Large caos were made to reoresent ‘ne 
Goddess of Liberty and all sorts of th ngs. The 
position was ra her trying to the young lade, 
who had never sat defore. ‘The designer is rep- 
resented to have said that the orofile of the 
miss was tbe most perfect be had ever seen in 
Eugl und or in this country.” After four or five 
sittings, trecings sufficient to proceed with the 
work had been secured, end Mr. Morgan dis- 
missed bis model. After this the designer took 
bis various sketches and irom them wrought 
out the head which is the prominent figure on 
the front of the dollar of the da idies. 

The person who is the subject of this sketch, 
and whose features form the ground-work for 
the design on the cold. is avery estimable and 
modest young lady. Her name is Miss Annie 
W. Williams, and she resides with ber mother 
and aunt at No. 1023 Soring Garden street. in 
this city, u here the famtit bave lived for 4 num- 
ber of years. It did not occur to her at the 
time of the sitting that she would become bis- 
torically famous, and had such a thought ever 
crossed her mind the designer of the dollar 
would bave been compelled to seek elsewhere for 
a subject. Miss Williams is a blonde, ana of 
very fair eomole ion.

THE FASHIONS. 
AUTUMN MILLINERY. 
Nur vers Baza’. 

The first importations of autumn millinery 
obusists mainly of large bunnets, but, as was 
the case last season, two extremes are repre- 
sented, and there are also small close cottage 
shapes. The large bonnets are pokes with close 
sides, and a large brim projecting above the fore- 
head. The Directoire bonnets with square crown 
and flaring brim are repeatea, and there are 
many rolled brims that have the Rabagas effect 
once so popular; these frame the face, and are 
similar to the halo brims that have been found 
so generally becoming. The small boonets 
dave scarcely any bmm, und seem to 
consist of a square crown that takes 
in the back of tne head, and covers only 
about half the top. These shapes have been 
worn during the summer at Newport and Sara- 
toga, and have looked more hke caps thao 
dress-bonnets, as they are witbout face-trim- 
mings, plumes, or flowers, be ug simply trimmed 
with riddon-loops and bows. O her shapes 
serve either as a bonnet or round bat. ‘he 
favorite Carmen boonet is shown with greater 
breadth in the back. The rviled-brim English 
turban promises to remain in favor, and ‘there 
are pretty round hats with a drooping square 
iront, while both sides and the back are turned 
up. The regular Scotch cap is shown for very 
young faces, and there are jaunty Derby bats 
precisely like those 
Verv large Tyrolean hats are seen with 
high pointed crowns, bat these are the only ex- 
ceptions to the rule of broad crowns. One fan- 
ciful shape, a compromise between a bonuet and 
a round hat, has three curves in the brim on the 
right side, while the left is rolled up smoothlr; 
this shave and the very large Gainsboroughe are 
the most picturesque stvles exhibited. 

PLUSH, FUR, BEAVER, AND FELT. 

All these quaint shapes are represented in the 
roftest silk plus’, in fur beavers, with pile an 
lunch long, and in smooth French felt. Some- 
times tyro fabrics eater into one bonnet,—as, for 
instance, the crowu will be smooth felt. while the 
brim is silk piush or the rough-faced fur beaver; 
or else the crown will be smooth plush, and the 
brim of rough plush show.ng very deep pile. 
A novelty this season is fea her felt, with loose 
ehreds of feathers forming the pile of fine feit; 
in white and pale gray these will be used for 
dress bonnets. The poke, the Carmen, the Di- 
rectoire, turbans, Derbys, and Gainsborough 
hats are shown in these fabrics. Sometimes the 
edge of boanets is finished with a wire covered 
with satin of the same sbade. Many of the 
round nats have their broad rolled brims widely 
bound with stk or satin of the color of the felt. 
ornamented by several rows of stitch ng. Some 
of the turbans have indented crowns of plain 
felt with rough puch brims rolled closely, while 
others reverse this arrangement, and have 
smooth brims on rough crowas. 

WOOLEN DRESSES FOR FALL. 

Dark cloth colors in the new shades of ama- 
ranth, Rembrandt green, prane, Burgoyne, gold- 
en brown, and duck’s-breast blues are shown iu 
the new woolen dresses being orepared in the 
furnishing houses for early fall wear. The ma- 
terials are camel’s-hair, Cloth, cashmere, and a 
new fabric called toi ds sanglier, which is regular- 
ly woven, yet has a rouchb surface, and resembles 
bunting made sufficiently heavy to serve for 
warm winter dresses. The trimmings are satin 
of the same shade, silk plush borders, many 
rows of machine stitching, wide woolen 
braids, and gay contrasting silks in Scotch 
plaids or in most igtricate mosaic de- 
sigus.

The Reorganization of the RepublicanParty.

Tralnor's Death..The Other Side. / 
“To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Oma, Aug. 16.—I read in the morning 
press an account of the death of a tramp, 80 
culled, Ag I was acquainted with the “ tramp ” 
refer ed to, I crave your space fora few words 
that mav be doing simple justice to the unfor- 
tunate victim of the “brave detenders —the 
Baldwios—w bose testimony it seems was gulped 
dowu by the Coroner’s jury with not à particle 
of question as to ita reliability or truthfulness. 
Koowing the poor tramp” (an odious term, 
too promiscuously used nowadays) quite well, I 
feel a stroog sympathy in his behalf, and cannot 
resist the conclusion that there is something 
worth investigating in the brave ” conduct 
of young Baldwin. Let me state the case bur- 
— and show where the inconsistencies occur 
u the story as told by the morning papers. 
Some weeks ago I had occasion to employ 
Trainor to collect some oid claims,—debdts put 
ip mv bands for collection by various persons. 
These were against parties distribated in all 
quarters of the city and suburbs. He revorted 
to we from day to day bis 
I always found bim pleasant, promot, «nd en- 
ergetic. I neuticed particularly a peculiar shy 
manner he alwarvs wore. That is, a demeanor 
of humility and gratitude for the confidence re- 

fn him. He was strictly bonest in his 
dealings. I came to regard bim with real re- 
soect and interest, and feilt inclined to helo him 
all in mv power as a deserv ng poor fellow, who 
was apr‘'ousto earn an honest livng. 1 fre- 
quentiv asked him how it was that he apoeared 
so shabby. and bad got reduced in circan- 
stances, as evidenced by hie mean attire and 
ecnera] unkemot appearance. He would reply 
in a half sorrowful, balf-laugh'ng manner that 
be bad known better times, and that if veople 
whom he had helped and served would do the 
right th ng by bim be would not de wanting for 
anyth‘ng, etc., etc, 

Now the object have in view is simply to put 
on record a protest to the manner of “ stop- 
ping” tramps afopted by the Bald- 
wins. My theory is that the r ‘fel- 
low who is 80 brutaliv called 
a tramp, and who died a dog’s death, was at the 
. house on some legitimate call (i. e., not 

th a criminal intent), or 2 asking alms 
(a crime, indeed, nowadays, for a huogry man 
to ask acrust from the well-to-do and well- 
ſed ); that he was alone. and not in the comoa- 
ny of several others who ran away, asalieged 
by the Baldwins; and that it was later than be- 
tween 8 and 4 o’clock in the morning.

“easy as lying’ toinsist that here were several 
others wich Trainor. If that sta'ement could 
not be made, a cowardly murder might be 
chrevicied instead of a noble, manly act of 
heroism in defending home 
which a sensa- 
tional vaper. The sleyers of. the tramp“ 
have it all their war! There is 
no cress-examination of the witnesses. The 
improbable statements made in a spirit of self- 
glorification evidently are taken as absolute 
proof, and the jury of six citizens commend the 
brarery of young Baldwin! Now, it may seem 
a bold war of putting it to thus sweep nale im- 
sinuate a doubt of the truth as to the evidence 
fursished by ‘he Baldwins defore the jurv. 
Probably, as Traisor wes a poor, broken-down 
newspaper reporter, albeit a man of talent and 
enere , and the fact of his hav ng “lost bis 
grip’ will preclude the bone of what few ob- 
scure friends be may have left behind him, that 
justice may not be so blind as to overlook the 
g inconsistencies which crop out of the 
narrative of the occurrence, and the immediate 
facts concerning Trainor just before his rude 
tak ‘ug-off.

There is to my mind 
someth og brutally inhuman in the jumo ng-to- 
a-conclusiva method adopted bv the Coroner’s 
jury in this case. How would it do to try the 
Baldwins by another jury for the crime of mur- 
der? Althouch the cbief element in it might be 
reversed from ‘he ordinary one found in mur- 
ders: instead of malice aforethought, cowardice 
unmitigated ; chat is how ic looks to me whea | 
reflect upon the charecter of Trainor as shown 
by the ordinary tests of judgment of bumau 
nature.

The Projected Shtp- Canal. 
* To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curoaco, Aug. 16.—Great bodies move slow- 
ly, and, although the sale of the Interoceanic 
Canal stock has not been so large up to date as 
could be wished, yet enough has already been 
disposed of to warrant the assumption that 
moneyed men will eventually become interested 
in the enterprise. In fact, there seems but lit- 
tle doubt, in spite of reports circulated to the 
contrary by the railroad interests, that the dream 
of Cortez is to be realized in our day and cener- 
ation, and that an interoceanic canal will soon 
convect the two seas which wash the shores of 
the American Continents. For almost four cen- 
tories—since 1513, when Nuvez de Balboa, the 
discoverer, gazed, enraptured, upon the Pacific 
—the idea of this great ‘undertaking has occu- 
pied the thougbte of navigators and scientific 
men. 

That a ship-canal appeared feasible to the in- 
domitable Cortez, whom no obstacle of Nature 
could discourage, is ndaatly shown by his 
writings. No sooner he secured the legal 


sanction to his actions, and become firmly seated 
in wer, than his active mind busied 
itself in devising methods for open ng an arti- 
ficial passage across the tsthmus. Expeditions 
under able Captains—Alvarodo «nd o bers—ex- 
plored the country from Lenuantepec to Darien, 
and in the Rola lons of Cortez to the Emper- 
or Obarles the project of a sbip-caual is ardently

No one who has visited this river and floated 
unron its surface, as I have. can but be struck 
with the grandeur of this mighty flood of water. 
end can but feel that it has been devised by the 
Almighty to beara more imourtant part in the 
great economr of the world’s orogress than to 
carry the little erafts which are now its sole 
navigators.” An estimate of the immense ad- 
vantaves accra ng to the world’s commerce by 
overcom'ng the obstacles of this twenty-eight 
miles of artificial watercourse—which can be 
(lone, it is tbouedt, at an exnense of not over 
$59,000, n be formed by referr'ng to the 
carefully prepared tables in Commodore Self- 
ridze’s report. 

In brief. it is there stated that the total vearly 
tonnage which would pass throuch the canal 
would be at least three mon tons,—and this 
merely the commerce of Great Britain, Germany. 
France, and the United States.—ind that the 
average time saved by the canal ronte. from 
New York to vrominent vinta, would be over 
Jory days. Tak na these figures into consid- 
eration, the statements of interested rail- 
road men, that view of creased 
rail facilities across the continent a canal 
will de unnecessary, appear somewhat 
un-easopable to say the le A hundred rail- 
roads spano'ng the continent could never take 
the place of the wooden walls which traverse 
the seas io the interests of econ mere. nor afford 
a tithe of the facilities which will be afforded 
by the interoceanic caval. It is ferventiv to 
be hoped that there will be no spread-eagle 
legislation indulged in revard'ny this most im- 
portant undertak ng. We have outgrown the 
Monroe doctrine. It is not a pleasant thoucht, 
but an undeniable fact, that this country has 
alwavs shown a nerrow-minded selfishness in 
its comercial dealings with other nations. 
Let us pot have this same Yankee trait come 
to the surface, if the canal project is mooted 
in Congress. Let our bioviant patriots be 

uelebed before they begin blowing their 
‘loud bassoons.” 


Thus fer the canal scheme has been a pri- 
vate enterorise, and it is to de hoved that 
moneyed wen all over the world wil! take the 
stock, and that no subsidies will be asked for. 

There is surely no good reason for Govern- 
mental interference on national grounds. We 
do not need to “nreserve the intecrity of our 
frontier”. on the Isthmus of Panama. 

While, however, the intrusion of de United 
States Government should be deprecated; the 
interference of o her Governments should be 
strenuously opposed. 

It would seem that to be of ceneral benefit to 
the world the canal should ove strictly private 
property, and held undera charter from the 
Colomblan States Government, for in this case 
on!v could tt apparently be of general utilitv. 

When M. droſected the Suez Canal 
the same outfery was raised as at present. and 
the same difficulty was at first experienced in 
disnos ng of the stock. Let us hove that bis 
everzy, ability, and feasibilitv of his plans wll 
make him agaip successfal io his undertax'ng.

SUING A STATE. 


One State Can Sue Another—-New Hamp. 
shire to Sae All the; Repadiating States. 
The New Statute for Doing It. 

New Hampshire has begun a policy which 
threatens to cause some trouble and expense to 
States which have indulged in “scaling down” 
their debts, or repudiat ‘ng them in whole or is 
part. Under the Constitution of the United 
States, a private citizen cannot sue a State; but 
one State may sue another in the United States 
Courts. The Constitation 
in Art. III., Sec. 3, that “the j power 
shall extendtoall cases . . between a State 
and citizens of another State, ete, Bat, 
1794, when the first batch of amendments were 
adopted, the eleventh one declared that the 
judicial power of the United States shall not be 


commenced or prosecuted against one of the 
United States by cisizens of ano her State, or 


bv citizens or subjects of any foreign Ssate.” —

Lowpon, Avg. 1.—In thé House of Commons, 
in answer to the numerous questions as to the 
eourse of business. the Obsovellor of the Ex- 
chequer fixed the Publie- Works Loans bill for 
to-day’s morning sitting, and the Bankruptcy 
bill for a Saturday sitting. On Monday the vote 
of credit for the Zulu war will be taken, and on 
Tuesday the Committee on the Irish University 
bill. 

On going into Committeeof Wars and Means, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer made his prom- 
ised statement as to the cost of the South Afri- 
can war, and its effect on the general finances of 
the couotry. Premising that be bad on various 
occasions calculated the current expenditure on 
the army and navy services at about half 
a miliion pounds a month. he said he 
bad recently gone more carefully into the 


Army and Nays, with this result—that the 
army expenditare would be at the rate of half 
a milliona m ontb, in addition to the sums a- 


ready prov ded in the army estimates. This 
rate of exvenditure, be calculated, would last 
till the end of Jul v. when it ought to diminish 
rapidly, and he allowed for the period 
after tnis date, and in addision he allowed. half 
a million for transport and £50,000 for con- 
tinweacies. The vote of credit, therefore, would 
be for the sam of £3,000,000—yviz.: £3,450,000 
for army charge, 250 000 for the navy, and 
£50,000 for contingencies [$15,000,000]; and 
though, of cou there was room for uncer- 
tainty, yet from the aecounte which hai been re- 
ceived and the previous rates of draw ng, be was 
confident that this sum would be sufficient for 
ali that was likely to be required between this 
and dert session. This, including what was 
voted at the end of the last financial veer, would 
bring the whole cost of the South African war 
to something like £4.500,000 22.500, 000]; but 
this was expenditure which ought not to fell on 
the Imoverial Government alone. Fr the 
commencement of the Transkei war, the Home 
Government had impressed on the Colonsal au- 
thorities; as be showed by referring to numer- 
ous disoatches in the Pine Books, up to the 
latest just laid before Parlianeat, under date 
June 12, that the advances made by this country 
were not to be considered as an admission that 
we undertook the whole cost of he war.

Passing to the effect on the 
financia! position of the country, be reminded 
the House that in the Budget the income was 
stated at £33,055,000, and the expenditure at 
£ 51,154,000, leav ng a surplus of £1,900,00), and 
since that time supplementary estimates had 
deen presented which would increase the out- 
goings bv 464, 000.
